since been detained at the state 

women’s facility in Goffstown. 
The teens, who are not being 

identified because of state laws 

protecting juveniles, have been 


in custody since they were ar-— 


rested June 11. They are cur- 
rently being held at the Youth 


Services Center in Concord 


while the state attempts to have 
them tried as adults. 

Smart was quarantined in the 
jail until Wednesday and only 
immediate family members 
could visit. She has since been 
assigned to a wing of the prison, 
where she can make phone 
calls, but only receive her 
choice of visitors on weekends. 


Twomey and Sisti mailed four 
motions Monday to the superior 
court. They asked grand jury 
members be thoroughly inter- 
viewed before they hear 
Smart’s case; the grand jury 
proceedings be recorded; a date 


— be set for a bail hearing; and

that members of the jury un- 
derstand the definition of first- 
degree murder, meaning the 
evidence they see must prove 
the murder was planned. 


According to an affidavit re- 


leased Wednesday after 
Smart’s arrest and arraign- 
ment, Derry Police have the 
gun believed to have been used 
in them murder, a glove be- 
lieved to have been dropped by 
one of the teens outside the 
Smarts’ Misty Morfilig Drive 
condominium, where the mur- 
der occurred, and and a kitchen 


knife believed to have been tak- 
en from the home by one of the 
suspects. 

Superior Court Judge Douglas 
Gray recently denied Twomey 
and Sisti’s request to move 
Smart’s probable-cause hear- 
ing to earlier than-the already- 
scheduled Aug. 20 date. The de- 
fense lawyers said they fought 
for an early hearing because 
they wanted a chance to air the 
state’s evidence in public before 
a county grand jury hands down 
indictments from its August sit- 
ting. 

If the jury indicts Smart, the 
probable-cause hearing would 
be canceled. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Cynthia White, who is prosecut- 
ing the case, said she would re- 
view the defense’s motions be- 
fore presenting the evidence to 
the grand jury. 

She has also accused Smart of 
wasting the court’s time and 
limited resources and posed an 
uncommon request that Smart 
pay for the legal costs for ‘‘friv- 
olous pleadings.”’ 

Meanwhile, the state is trying 
to certify the teens as adults, al- 
lowing one to be tried for com- 
mitting first-degree murder 
and the other two minors as ae- 
complices to first-degree mur- 
der. Both charges are punisha- 
ble by life in prison without 
parole. 

Police, attorneys, and rela- 
tives of the suspects are not tip- 
ping their hand as to the date of 
the certification hearing. 

According to the affidavit re- 
leased Wednesday after 


Smart’s arraignment at the 
Derry District Court, police 
have testimony that Pamela 
Smart had a love affair with the 
suspect they name as William 
F..A press release from the as- 
sistant attorney general’s office 
identifies him as the minor who 
fired the fatal bullet into Grego- 
ry Smart’s head. 

The affidavit used to obtain a a 
warrant for Smart’s arrest, said 
she wanted her husband killed 
because she wanted to end their 
relationship and was afraid if 
she did so, he woutd'také every- - 
thing, including the:dog and the 
furniture. 

One of the minors held Smart 
down while William F., :shot 
him, and the other teen got him 
the gun and drove the getaway 
car, according to Ralph Welch, 
a Seabrook youth who described 
himself as best friends with the 
three, now in custody at the 
Youth Detention Center in Con- 
cord. 

During Monday’s show-cause 
hearing, Smart’s attorneys 
questioned the credibility of 
witnesses who gave police the 
testimonies in the affidavit, as 
well as the tactics used by po- 
lice to obtain the testimonies 
implicating their client. -—-—- 

‘This affidavit is nothing 
more than frivolous hearsay,’’ 
Sisti said Monday. ‘‘If you ruled 
for a probable-cause hearing 
today, she’d be outside of her 
cell.’’ . 

When asked how Smart was 
doing in prison, Sisti said, ‘‘she 
wants out, just like everyone 
else in jail.’’
